Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 18.-Both 
houses of the General Assembly 
broke bounds yesterday, and at the 
end of the session the obstructionists 
had gained such an advantage that 
it now seems almost a certainty that 
the extra session will last for at least 
forty days, and perhaps the full sixty 
days which is allowed under the law. 
The members who object to a change 
of location end those who want the 
capital removed from Frankfort, are 
so numerous, and put through so 
many dilatory resolutions, that i' is 
certain that long delay will follow, 
and that before any bill is passed 
either house, many days will be con- 
sumed in debate, with a chance that 
at the end nothing at all will have 
been accomplished. 

Nearly Committed Itself. 

The Senate almost declared itself 
in favor of a resolution throwing 
back on the people the whole ques- 
tion of the Capitol location, submit- 
ting to the people at the next elec- 
tion an amendment to the constitu- 
tion which will specify where the 
Capitol shall be located, and but for 
the fact that the chairman ruled it 
out of order it would probably have 
been adopted. The sentiment in t 
Senate, as strongly expressed by 
number of the members, show 
that the prospects of passing any 
bill which will leave in the hands 
the Capitol Commission the question 
of a location are very slim. 

A bill was introduced in the House 
leaving the selection of the site to 
the Capitol Commission. During 
the session of the House, Attor 
General Hays appeared before it. In 
his speech he took occasion to criti- 
cise the Capitol Commission 
eral particulars. 

He was asked about the selection 
of an architect, and hinted that 
something wrong had been done in 
selecting F. M. Andrews, saying 
that he knew of forty men 
could have done the work as well for 
much less money. 

Cantrill's Suggestion, 

A boom for the erection of the cap- 
itol on the Feeble Minded Institute 
property was started today in the 
Senate by a speech by Senator 
Campbell Cantrill, who took occas- 
ion to compliment Governor Beck- 
ham. The plan to overcome the 
lack of water supply is to erect 
pumping station which will supply 
the Capitol as well as the Feeble 
Minded Institute and the penitenti- 
ary. It has met with favor in the 
Senate as well as the House, and 
now being talked of on all sides.

Kansas City.— The bones of Jim 
I Brldger. pioneer of Wostport, famous . 
scout, discoverer of the Great Salt 
lake, wero brought to Kansas City for 
burial. The drat grave was in a 
tangle of brambles and wce«a on the 
farm o» 8tubbln Waits, one mile north 
of Hie Utile town of Dallas, In this 
county. A broken headstone marked 
tiie resting place of probably the mo t 
picturesque character in western his- 
tory. From 1824 until late in the '60's 
he was the west's greatest mountain- 
eer, frontiersman, trader, guide 
and fighter. He was the chief of five 
of the most powerful Indian tribes, the 
founder of Fort Brldger, the discov- 
erer of the South Pass, and he selected 
the route for the first railway through 
the Rocky mountains 

Brldger s bones were given a final 
resting place in Mount Washington 
cemetery. A granite monument seven 
feet high and three and a half feet 
thick has been placed over them. 

A Ufe-sixe bust of the frontiersman 
and an Inscription telling of his great- 
est deeds Is sculptured ipon the shaft

Union Pacific railway across tne plains. 
When his surveyors reached the Rocky 
mountains they could go no further. 
The obstacles presented by "the back- 
bone of the country" were apparently 
not surmountable Dodge consulted 
mountaineers, bin they could offer no 
suggestion that would lead to a solu- 
tion of the engineering problem. Then 
he sent for Brldger. Without a mo- 
ment's hesitation "the original path- 
finder" told of the pass through which 
the railway was afterwards built. Be- 
cause of the assistance then rendered 
by Brldger, Gen. Dodge decided to 
honor his memory. His first task was 
to find the grave of Brldger. He con- 
sulted Mr. Colton, who waa one of the 
"Jayhawkers of '49." a band of 36 
gold hunters who crossed Death val- 
ley In California and escaped death by 
a miracle. After much search Mr. Col- 
ton found a broken headstone bearing 
this Inscription:

Beneath the stone the bones of 
Brldger were molderlng. The inscrip- 
tion did not please Mr. Colton. "The 
Idea of putting that sort of a verse 
over old Jim Bridger," he said. Mr, 
Colton wrote to Gen. Dodge and to- 
gether they agreed upon a new burial 
plan. The Mount Washington c< 
teiy officials told Mr. Colton that he 
might select the spot for the grave and 
that the cemetery association would 
maintain it forever.

The total coinage for the Phil- 
ippines was 12,552,629 pesos in sil- 
ver and *35,843 pesos in " k ' ke, 
and bronze. The treasury lias been 
reimbursed for the cost of the PhD- 

ippin Inage, the total charges 

therefor to June 30, 1!»04. being 
$203,964. In addition to the fore- 
going the mint at Philadelphia 
coined 2,100,000 pieces for Ven- 
ezuela and 630,000 pieces in nickel 
for Costa Bit*. 

The exhaustion of the stock of 
silver bullion purchased under 
the act of July 14. 1900, and the 
consequent discontinuance of sil- 
ver coinage have necessitated a 
large reduction of the force of the 
2few Orleans mint, which was 
chiefly employed upon silver. 

The director recommends that 
the present provision requiring 
nickel and bronze coins to be made 
at the Philadelphia mint be re- 
pealed, in order that the other 
mints may supply their adjacent 
territory. He calls attention to 
Ihe fact that under the provisions 
of the monetary act of 1000 not 
more than $50,000,000 of the $150, 
000,000 gold reserve can be in bui 
lion, and he recommends that this 
be changed t o permit a larger sup 
ply of bars. He says that any im- 
portant demand upon the treas- 
ury for gold is always for export, 
and for this purpose bars are pre- 
ferred to coin.

ITO, AUTHOR OF JAP LAWS 

Marquis Tells of Great Difficulty Ex- 
perienced in Drafting a New 
Constitution. 

I spent much time away from 
Japan studying the constitution 
of various countries, the emperor 
having ordered me to undertake 
the arduous task of framing a 
draft of the new Japanese consti- 
tution, writes Martinis Ito, of 
Japan, in Leslie's Monthly. The 
work was very difficult and neces- 
sitated much thought. Never be- 
fore had there been a coustitu 
tion, in the modem sense of the 
word, in Japan, to help me to 
know what were the most vital 
points to be provided for iu 1h»> 
new code. 

The contry had been so essen- 
tially a nonconstitutional and feu- 
dal one that it was difficult to sit. 
down on the debris of its past bis 
tory and prepare offhand a con- 
stitution for it; and even when 1 
had decidod as to what was most 
necessary, it required very great 
care to insure the proper working 
and execution of the various pro 

I had always to remember that 
my work was intended as a per- 
manent measure, and therefore I 
had to examine all the possible ef- 
fat* likely to arise from it in the 
distant future. Above all, there 
was the preeminent Importance to 
be attached to the necessity of 
safeguarding the sacred and tra- 
ditional rights of the sovereign. 

With the assistance of my sec- 
retaries and collaborators — all of 
them as devoted to the work as 
myself — I accomplished my task 
as well as I could, and it is not 
withont some satisfaction that I 
see that it has not been found nec- 
esary to amend the constitution 
■inee Its promulgation. 



ENOINEBR WALLACE'S TRAIN. 
(Inspection Car In Which Dally Inspection! 
of the Canal Work Are Being Made.) 

Interesting as the canal problem at 
Panama, There are four suggested so- 
lutions: 

L A lock canal with the high love! 
50 feet above the sea; cost about |200,- 
000,000; time required, eight or nine 
years. 

2. A lock canal with the high level 

' feet above the sea; cost about »226.- 
000,000; time required, ten years. 

8. A lock canal with the high level 
80 feet above the sea; cost about 1250,- 
000,000; time required 12 years. 

4. A sea-level canal, with a tide lock 
at the Pacific end ; cost about 1300.000.- 
000; time required, 15 years. 

It Is the third plan that is likely to 
be adopted, though an to this nothing 
is as yet settled. This alternative is 
favored for one very substantial and 
seemingly almost controlling reason, 
namely: 

A canal with a 30-feet level may at 
any time be converted Into a sea-level 
canal without interruption to traffic. 
This is not true of the 60-feet level, nor 
of the 90-feet level. 

This Is true partly on account of the 
height of the summit level above the sea 
and partly because of the following 
physical conditions: 

For a canal a 60-feet or 90-feet level, 
the waters of the Chagres river are to be 
Impounded to form Lake Bohlo, which 
will be a part of the navigable channel. 

For a sea-level canal the waters of 
the Chagres must be disposed of by 
drainage into the Pacific. 

For a lock canal with a 30-feet level 
the Chagres must bo treated precisely 
as if a sea-level canal were to be made. 

So that the high-level plans and the 
low-level or tide- water plans divide into 
two distinct groups, if either of the 
high levels be decided upon the canal 
must forever remain a lork canal.
